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$30, 000 M ore Is 
Asked For Survey 
Of Straits Dam 


An additional $15,000 appropriation 
from the reclamation bureau, with 
which to complete preliminary inves- 
tigation to determine the feasibility 
ol! constructing a dam across the San 
Pablo bay to keep salt water of 
the ,Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers being sought by W. A. 
Beard, representing the California 
Development association, according to 
information received from Washing- 
ton, D. (., yesterday. 

Senator Samuel Shortridge of Calis 
fornia, joined with Beard in urging 
the lalowance of an additional $15,- 
000 at a conference with Secretary 
of the Interior Work. Secretary 
Work promised to give the matter 
immediate attention, despatches said. 

3eard has also asked Dr. Elwood 
Meed, commissioner of reclamation, 
to mike the allecation of funds, sub- 
ject to a similar amount being raised 
in California. An appropriation will 
be sought in the state legislature to 
be convened in Sacramento next 
monti. 

Present Fund Exhansted 

Explaining that the $40,000 provided 
by the state and federal government 
has nearly been exhausted in making 
borings at three proposed _ sites, 
Beard said that the plan now is 
to select one of these three sites 
and make sufficient borings to de- 
termine what kind of a structure 
would be most practicable. The ad- 
ditional $30,000 he believes also would 
cover the expense of drawing plans 
for the dam and estimating the con- 
struction cost. 

After that, $50,000 would be needed 
for makimg an economic survey to 
determine whether the expense would 
be justified, it was stated. 

In Richmond, interest centers 
around securing the construction of 
the dam at Point San Pablo, one of 
the sites which have been surveyed. 
The fresh water supply that would 
be created by the dam would he 
an inducement to industrial plants 
to locate here.

You can manage to have Christmas 
dinnar without a turkey, or goose, 
or even chicken. You may make 
roast pork take the place Of the bird. 
'You can manage without a pudding 
or mince pie. But you simply must 
have cranberry sauce—if for no other 
reason than that its brilliant, stim- 
ulating color lends such a cheering 
bit of decoration to the Christmas 
board. 

Here is a simple Way to make it. 
For one quart of cranberries you 
should allow a peund of sugar—that 
is two cups. .Pick the cranberries 
over very carefully and put them in 
a stewpan over the fire with a mint

The standard English dessert for 
Christmas is plum pudding.

But the 
real plum pudding was too difficult 
to make and by no means easy to 
digest, so American women have 
cleverly worked out a substitute 
which is very good and free from 
the drawbacks of the original. Put 
one cup of milk into an enameled 
ware double boiler. When it is 
very hot stir in half a pound of 
stale bread crumbs and let soak. 
Stand off the stove until cool. 
Then add one-quarter of a pound 
of sugar and the yolks of four eggs 
well beaten.
